The condition of the wheat crop December 1st, the date of the last report, 
04, compared with average years As set out in that report there was a lengthy 
interval between the early sown and the late sown wheat due to an unusually a 
October, wheat sowing being suspended for the greater portion of the month. Tl 
early sown wheat attained a growth that promised to withstand any wtather test 
which it might be subjected Tlds promise baa been realised, and at this dale 
early wheat is generally reported in excellent condition. Late sown wheat wss 
barely above ground at the advent of winter, and the severe weather it has en- 
countered, both in the earlv and latter parts of winter, has left it in a condition 
that may be aptly described as a "blue prospect." Whole fields now appear with 
out a vestige of growth above ground and, while a few correspondents venture tin 
opinion that the roots are uninjured, it will take some weeks of warm growing 
weather to develop the full extent cf damage. As a rule there was an 
ering of snow during the extreme cold weather of February, but, falling ss It did 
on aimost solid sheet of ice, the benign effects of the protection was in a measure 
lost. 

Answers to the question "Has wheat suffered from any cause during the win- 
ter? If so, state cause," resulted in replies from 115 correspondents, of which 
number 07 stale that wheat suffered from "freeze," and is say it has not been sp- 
preciahly damaged during the winter.

THE EFFECTS OF THE FEBRUARY COED WAVE.

Covering a period of some ten days the mercury rose above the zero mark. 
Minima of 10 to U and even as low as M degrees below Z'.-ro were reported during 
this time. In addition to the loss and suffering of liye stock already noted the in- 
jury to the fruit crop is tar reaching. Peaches will not only be a failure this year, 
but the damage to trees is such that the cropB f ir several years to come will be af- 
fected.

The math, 
ode or feeding on the majority of farms 
conducted by men who are not readers 
of first clan agriculture 1 papers are inch 
as invite dlaeaee, we care not by what 
name you call it. Breeders inylte die- 
inae, and Ihe lnvitition Is usually ac- 
cepted promptly, by inbreeding, not In- 
tentionally, but by not being familiar 
with the extended pedigrees of their 
hogs and knowing bow often they run 
back to the same parentage. It is, prop- 
erly speaking, close line breeding, and 
between that and inbreeding, or incestu- 
ous breeding, there is not a very great 
difference in effect. Farmers invite die- 
ease by breeding from immature parents 
keeping it up from year to year. 
This does not produce dieeaee, but pro- 
duces a low vitality, which results in a 
large death rate when disease does strike 

tanners invite disease when they keep 
hogs in the same pen ten, fifteen or twen- 
ty years, until the soil beneath it and 
around it Is thoroughly saturated with 
the excrement of the hog. This would 
not be particularly poisonous to another 
animal, but by the operation of the well 
known law that the excrement of any 
al is especially poisonous to itself it 
does reduce the vitality of the hog. They 
furter invite disease by keeping hogs in 
nme pasture for perhaps a score of 
years without change except from Winter 
Summer and frum Hummer to Winter, 
without p'owing up or rotating.

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Spring Budding 

An Expert Expresses His Views on the Subject. 

JO. Kinder, a prominent Missouri Imit raaier stys:— There is one effective 
e manner of changing the variety of fruit on bearing trees, that is not generally 
known or practiced ; namely by spring nodding. Top grafting as usually per- 
formed, Is a tedious undertaking and besides, is a severe shock to the tree, and 
when unsuccessful, leaves it well nigh ruined, as llrrbs one and even two inches In 
diameter are often cut off In budding this Is avoided, and as any one the least ex- 
pert at It can insert from five to ten buds in less lims than required to put in one 
graft and properly wax it; instead of multilating the tree the operator simply gees 
ont farther on the branch and puts in the greater number in the same time. There 
Is no appreciable difference in the growth made by buds or grafts, ss bods can be 
Inserted as soon as the bark will peel, which it will even belore the new leaf 
growth is risible, aod in two weeks the branch may be cut just beyond the bnd and 
its growth is very rapid. 

Top budding in the fall Is Impracticable, because by the time matured buds can 
be secured, the tree is not in that thrifty condition of growth necessary to make the 
operation successful. Not so in the spring; every condition, essential to success- 
ful budding, is present— rapid growth, cool weather, ant) plenty of moisture, and 
when buds are inserted in branches not over half an inch in diameter and proper- 
ly tied, 09 per cent will grow. There is one condition necessary to observe: 
Branches from which the buds are to be cut, should be secured before thesapstarts 
and be stored in a cool cellar, or buried on the north aide of a building or some- 
thing done that will bold them back until the trees to be budding are in free fiow 

In bndding, I make the crosscut, necessary to lift the bark, at the lower end of 
the perpendicular slit, instead of across the upper end as is usually practiced.

EFFECT OF CORN ROT ON STOCK. 
Residing in the corn belt of Illinois, and my profession being that of a veterin- 
arian, I have many opportunities of seeing the deleterious effects caused by stock 
eating rotten corn, Bays Geo. B. Jones, of Illinois, in the American Agriculturist. 
This last fall most of the corn on the stalks throughout this section was badly af- 
fected with mold or rot, which I believe was caused by the Eurolinm glaueun, spok- 
en of by Dr. Mayo of Kansas. As to this mold haying an ii j uric us effect on stock 
that eat it I heartily agree with Mr. Mayo Since the third day of last November 
I have been called to Bee at least 150 cattle which had "eta|i gara" or so called enzoo- 
tic cerebritis. In eyery case I have seen, it was directly traceable to the eating of 
rotten com. I do not know of a single case in stock that had not had access to this 

The symptoms in each case are very similar, being those of paralysis of limbs, 
constipation of bowels, suppressed urine, elevated temperature and a wild vacant 
stare from the eyes. The first symptom usually seen is staggering, unsteady gait, 
tending to pitch on the head, which is soon followed by inability to rise when down 
My experience has been that most cases yi'dd to treatment if taken before or soon 
after they get down, but nearly all cases that have been down 48 hours belore treat- 
ment was begun, have succumbed, some lingering, however, as long as two months 
but never being able to rise, although eating a little all the time. I have also been 
informed by twd'different farmers that their hogs died from the effect ol eating 
ten corn, but I had no chance of seeing them while sick, nor holding post mo 
examination. I have seen no bad effects among horses, not because they are as 
susceptible as cattle, bnt because they will not eat the rotten coru, even if half 
starved.
